But theſe being merely Humane, 
without the Help of Grace and Reli- 
gion, it may be thought that there were 
ſome yet who eſcap'd him, by the Help 
of thoſe.

on of a Soul, it is not to be remov'd

When we find a 
Lady, or a Gentleman, conſtantly per-

Angelina was conſtantly at Church 
whenever it was open; Sloath never

Among thole . whom her. Religion 
had made her Enemy, Placidia was the 
moſt Cunning and moſt Active; to her 
inventive Head was this fair Structure 
to owe its Ruin.

The Diſſolution of Marriage. 
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The judgment of Puri 


Me raxcTHON, upon Divorces 
on account of Impotence. 


ERSONS who are unfit for con- 
} jugal Copulation , are by no 
means Man and Wife, but when 
the Frigidity is made apparent, a 
judge may pronounce thoſe Perſons un- 
married. Neither is the Divorce then 
made, becauſe it never was a Marriage ac- 
cording to what is ſaid in Mattb. 19. But 
a Declaration only is then made, that o-. 
thers may know, that ſuch a Society of 
wo Perſons is not a Marriage; and that 
tne Perſon who has the Powers of Nature 
entire, is allowed to enter into another 
lawful and more happy Union. But the 
Laws appoint the Time for the diſcovery 
of Frigidity, if the Matter is doubtful, and 
forbids a Separation for three Years. They 
give the ſame Deciſion upon thoſe whoſe 
Conſtitution is ſo infeebled by Witcheraft 
vr Charms, as to be incurable by the oy 
0 


3 
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of Phyſic ; if che ſucceſs of Medicines hare 
been tryed thro” the Courſe of three Years 
together without Effect. 

But ſo great is the Modeſty of ſome 
Women, as to conceai the Impotence of 
their Husbands; as in the Sifter of the 
learned Simon Gryneus declared, that ſhe 
after the Death of her firſt Husband, mar. 
ried again a Virgin Widow, who had been 
wedded eleven Years to an Impotent Hul. 
band ; neither did ſhe ever diſcover the 
Caſe till after the Death of her Husband. 
Thus fac Melandt hon, on the Head of Ma- 
trimony, which Pezelius has inlerted in 
his Explanation of Melanctbon; and added 
this Remark to them. Of Impotence, 
there is one Sort natural, and another ac- 
cidental. The Natural is, when by Na- 
ture one is incapacitated for Conjugal 
Commixture. Accidental, when he i; 
caſtrared, or diſabled by Witchcraft, ct 
Poiſon. Again, that which ariſes from e. 
vil Arts, either is curable by Medicine, 0: 
perpetual. From theſe Diſtinctions tie 
Explanation is taken, or the Queſtion, 
whether, and how Impotence is the Cauſe 
of a Divorce. For there can be no Mar 
riage between Impotent Perſons ; becaul: 
the ſufficient and final Cauſe is wanting. 
For firſt, the Perſon is Potent, was decel- 
ved, 3nd married ignorantly an Impotent, 


Gl, 
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3nd therefore there could be no Conſent, 
which is the efficient Cauſe of Matrimo- 
ny. In the ſecond Place, the end of Ma- 
rimony is double; one is the Generation 
of Children, as it is faid, Increaſe, and 
Mulriply ; The other End is the avoidance 
of promiſcuous Mixture; according to 
that ſaying, Let cvery one Marry to a- 


void Fornication. This is Petelim's ex- 


plication in his ſecond Pare of his Exami- 
nation of Mclincthon, 


The Judgment ef Heningius upon the ſame 


Caſe. 


Nability of Body for the uſe of Ma- 
1 is a Cauſe of Divorce; and 
Men are ſometimes by Charms and evil 
Arts ſo diſabled, as to be incurable. But 
there are more Particulars to be examined 
by the Judge before he gives Sentence of 
Divorce. Firſt, whether the Impotence 
was precedent to the Marriage. Second- 
ly, whether it followed it. If it was pre- 
cedent, the potent Perſon may be ſet at 
Liberty npon ſuit for a Divorce, for ir 
was not A Marriage, ſince they did not 
awiully conſent ; ſince one of the Parties 
ceceives, the other was miſtaken; the 
Im potent deceives, the Potent miſtakes. 
Therefore ſince God neicher approves of 
B 2 Deceic 
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Deceit nor Error, it is not to he ſaid tha: 
he joined them together. Farther, if the 
Judge ſhall find by the Proofs that the lu. 
ability is incurable, he ſhall immediately 
declare that it was not a Marriage ; but if 
there be any hopes of Cure, let three 
Years be appointed, during which Time 
the Cure mult be patiently expected; which 
if ineffectual, the Judge ſhall pronounce 
it was no Marriage. 

If the Defect followed after Marriage, 
and the conjugal Embraces of the Parties, 
Divorce is by no means allowable ; for an 
accidental Affliction, it without Fault df 
the Sufferer, is to be patiently born with 
in Matrimony, If the one was pre-ac- 
quainted with the Infirmity of the other 
before Marriage, let them be compelled to 
live together, and perform all other mutu- 
al good Offices: For the Perſon conſci. 
ous of the others Defect, without doubt 
deſigned a Fraud, which Fraud ought not 
to be of any Advantage to that Party, 1! is 
afterwards fue for a Divorce. Thus H 
ningius in his Treatiſe of Marriage and 
Divorce. 
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The Tudgment of Polanus, Profeſſor of Di vi- 
nity in the Univerſity of Baſil. 


UC H Perſons are capacitated for the 
Marriage ſtate, as are not Eunuchs, 
either by Art or Nature; or whoſe Con- 
ſtitutions are not hurt or impared by 
Charms or Witchcraft. For theſe can in 
no wiſe become legal Husbands: There 
ſore tho' the Nuptials ſnould be ſolemni- 
zed, when the Frigidity of an Eunuch is 
made apparent by a :'ryal of three Years, 
or if a Cure of the Hurt in Nature be for 
a whole three Years [pace in vain attempt- 
ed, the Judge may pronounce thoſe Fer- 
ſons unmarried. Polanus in lib. 10. Syntag. 


c. 53. 


Tve Judgment of Arcularius, Iate Profeſſor of 
Divinity in the Academy of Marlpurgh. 


Mong Perſons who thro' Frigidity 

or any other defect of Nature are 

unfit for Matrimonial Commerce; ſince 
it is not in ſuch a Caſe a Marriage, as is 
atteſted by our Saviour, Matth. 19. a Di- 
vorce there may take place. If it happen 
therefore that any ſuch Perſon be link d to 
another, the Frigidity or deſect of Na- 
ture being clear, the Judge may pronounc2 
B 3 the 
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the Parties free and unmarried. But to af. 
certain Frigidity, the Laws preſcribe 3 
Space of three Years, eſpecially if the 
Caſe be doubtful. The ſame Judgment 
reaches thoſe, in whom Nature is ſo abu. 
led and weaken'd by Charms and Witch. 
craft, that they are thereby render'd unft 
ior Coition; and have found all the hely 
and application of Phyſicians ineffecuz| 
within the three Years. Thus Arculariu 
in his Arcus Federis, Cap. 28.

NM Spouſals contracted with Per- 
4 AN ſons labouring under an incurable 
Palley, which has totally enervated the 
Body, by a deſperate Frigidity, by a pf. 
vation of the Genital Parts; or ſo fignal 
an Hurt there, that a perpetual Inabiluy 
of Conſummation muſt of neceſſity lol- 
low; are entirely void and infignilicant, 
ſince they cannot ſeem to be call'd by God 
to the State of Matrimony, who, by ts 
bar of a natural Impediment are not abe 
to perform the Duty incumbent by {uc! 
Contract. Again, tho'the Spouſals hon 
be made, and yet the Marriage not yet aQl- 
ally conſummated, if a Misfortune of this 


kind ſhould happen, I am of che Opn 
ach 
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ſuch Spouſals, as it were by God's Com- 
mand, ate to be diſannull'd; fince by 
throwing that perpetunl Impediment, he 
gives 2 plain Demonſtration that chey are 
not pleaſing to him. B. in his Treatiſe 
de Divort. & Rerud. printed at Gencva 
in 1591. 

And Bez.1 backs this Doctrine of his with 
many Teſtimonies out of the Holy Scrin- 
tures ; Only, in hi +476 Page, he bas 10s 
ſerted theſe two Ce tions. Firſt, If the 
ſtigid Perſon ſhall atcerwards recover his 
Ability, he ought to take back his firit 
Wife, erroneouſly ſeparated, tho' ſhe ſhould 
be wedded to another. By the fecond 
Caution, it is extreamly well eſtabliſh'd 
in Controverſies of this kind ; leaſt ſome- 
thing for Example ſhould be done, that 
could not afterwards be alrer'd without 
breaking thro' great Difficulties ; that three 
Years thould be waited at leaſt from the 
rery Day of Copulation; that is, of ta- 
king the Wife, before theſe Diſcafes ſhould 
be adjudg'd incurable, and the Spouſals or 
Marriage pronounc'd void. But this is to 
be underſtood entirely in relation to thols 
Detects, which are not evident in them- 
ſelves; For in other Caſes, as where there 
is no Erection, or a Man, by a def 
ciency in Nature, wants his Teſticles or 
other Inſtruments of Generation, to

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what purpoſe is any Pauſe or limitation of
